Wyoming and Wemen’s Saffrage. 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously adupted recently by the lezisla- 
ture of the State of Wyoming and is the 
“strongest possible indorsement of the un- 
qualified success of woman suffrage which 
is in furce for the last 25 years in that 
state: “Be it resolved by the legislature 
of the State of Wyoming: That the pos- 
session and exercise of suffrage by the 
women in Wyoming for the past quarter 
of acentury has wrought no harm, and 
has done great good in many ways; that

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BARRELS WORTH SAVING. 


How They Can be Transformed Into Usefal 
and Ornamental Articles,

The old barrel, with a little ingenuity | 
and less expense, may easily be turned in- | neighborhood of Roulette, Pa., especial- 


to a useful and ornamental article of furni- 
ture. Perhaps the kitchen lacks a small closet 
room, where towels, kitchen cloths, brushes, 
| etc., can be hung; ifso take a barrel, and 
| having secured the hoops by extra nails, 
| saw a panel out of the side just below the 
top hoop and above the second hoopat the 
bottom, removing part of the intervening 
hoops with the staves. Near the top put a 
row of hooks or nails around on the inside, 
| then place the barrel in the corner with the 
opening in front. With some planed boards 
make a triangular cover to fit the corner 
and extend ont as far as the middle of the 
barrel; hang a curtain across the front on 
awire and if preferred cover the top with 
acloth. This affords a convenient little 
closet with a neat table above. 
Another barrel may be used as a place of 
storage for boots and shoes, a scrap bag 
and a receptacle for wrapping paper, etc., 
by fitting it up in the following way :— 
In the front saw ont three openings 
using a gimlet and key hole saw where it 
is necessary to begin the cuts. The mid- 
die one is a small square just below the top 
hoop, Around this drive in a half dozen 
furniture tacks and make a scrap bag deep 
enongh to rest on the bottom inside the 
barrel, passing the mouth of the bag 
through the hole Loop it on the tacks by 

buttonholes made in the bag. On either 

side of this centre fasten a good sized box 

in the barrel. or if better suited to the pur- 
pose putin two board partitions in the 
lower half of the barrel. leaving a central 
«pace large enough for the bag. Saw out 
large panels on either side half way up the 
barrel for handy access to these compart- 
ments. Smooth off the edges, remove any 
nails insid+ and it is ready to cover. Make 
the top of nicely planed and squared boards, 
with the old barrel head nailed on the un- 
der side to keep it from slipping out of 
place Cover this with furniture cloth, 
and around the sides hang two straight 
pieces of the same, coming nearly together 
in front. Overthe narrow space left hang 
a broad double plait of the same material. 
This will serve to conceal the edges of the 
side flaps, which open into the barrel, 
while a slit forms a pocket into the scrap 
bay. 

A light table may be constructed with 
four nicely curved staves for table legs 
Get a square piece of timber, only a few 
inches long, and about five and one-half 
inches square; take off the corners for 
about an inch and fasten on the sides four 
staves with the ends well squared and 
smoothed off Between these fasten on 
some brackets at the corners to support the 
top. A small hoop may be placed between 
the staves near the floor to make them 
more firm 

A very convenient plant stand may be 
formed by cutting a barrel in halves and 
sawing out each alternate stave in one part 


VARIOUS DESIGNS 


Turn this down for a base. Upon this 
place a broad board shelf. Thensaw away 
the staves for about three anarters of the 


circumference of the other half, leaving 
the remainder for a back, against which a 
sinaller shelf may rest, supported by boards 


extending down to the bottom of the bar 
re! This half of the barrel is to be filled 
with earth, after being made watertight 
and set in the centre of the broad bottom 
shelf Those pieces of furniture shonld be 
stained or parnted ne quiet tint 

Stands may also be made from barrels 
and trays for holding plants or various 
domestic articles One mav consist of two 
ends of a barrel with the heads in, each 
part being sawed off just at the second 
hoop. Through four holes in the lower 
one run the supports of the frame and let 
the top part rest upon their ends. Some 
sma!! brackets under each barrel head will 
strengthen the whole Covered and decor 
ated with cloth and plush and with cush 
joned sides and pockots, this makes @ very 


convenient work table, or decorated 
rustic fashion a very pretty plant stand 
Another may be made of a barrel sawed in 
half Jengthwise and resting on a frame 


work of plain boards with a shelf below ;

window garden or may have a cover

diameter. The webs are woven close, 
and are of very strong texture. At the 
side furthest away m the walk or 
open space near which the spider's net 
is spread, a dark tunnel an inch or more 
in width extends down beneath a tuft 
of grass or sheltering piant. It 
needs but a glance to know this is the 


lurking place or den of the design- 


ing weavér of the web. If there should 
be any question about this one has but 
to toss a bit of grass or stick upon the 
web to settle it once for all.

Pioneer Newspapers. 

Mankind are indebted to Queen Eliza 
eth and Lord Burleigh, ancester of 
Lord Salisbury, for the first. printed 
newspaper, which was entitled the 
Enghsh Mercurie. The earliest number 
is still in the British Museum Library, 
and bears date July 23. 1588 During 
the civil wars periodical papers. the 
champions of the two parties, were ex- 
tensively circulated and edited by such 
famous writers as Needham, Birkenhead 
and L’Estrance Inthe reign of Anne
